The 
steam cars brought thousands from San 
Francisco, and by X o'< lot k the cam­ 
pus was a mass of human beings watch- j 


ing and waiting in the blight moonlight j 


for the rush to begin.

At a lew minutes past 8 o'clock aj 
hum and loar of voices 
could be ] 
heard in the direction of town, west of | 
the University, and as it came nearer j 
the class yell of '<)<), the Freshmen | 
could be heard on the clear night air. 


Presently about thirty Juniors with 
their white plug hats 
entered the 
grounds, followed by about 150 Fresh­ 
men, all shouting in unison their war- 
whoop, which ran thus: 


Zip la, zip la! Doom, ha, ha! 


U. C , '90! Rah, rah, rah! 


The command was given to line up, 
which the members of the class did, 
forming a hollow square. 


|ust about this time a roar of voices 
could be heard in the direction of the 
South Hall, and a few seconds after­ 
wards out of the darkness came a num­ 
ber ol stalwart Seniors, followed by 
about 170 Sophomores, who marched 
steadily down the hill and lined up in 
tront of the Freshmen, and the watch­ 
word ''All's well" was passed along the 
line. 


This was followed by a derisive yell 
from the Freshmen, which was answer­ 
ed by the Sophmores as follows: 


Ki, vi ! ki, yi ! ki, yippi, ki, yi '.

Hi, hi, hi '. 


The 
command forward march was 
then given and in another second over 
three hundred students were wrestling, 
tugging and struggling upon the ground 
in their endeavors to tie each other up. 
This was kept up for over an hour with 
victory peichmg filst upon one side 
and again on the other. 
Finally at 
9.45 a call was made for '99 which was 
not responded to and it was found that 
the Freshmen were piled up in a heap 
and the battle was over. 


The 
Sophomores went wild over 
their victory, it being the first one that 
they had ever achieved, and the Seniors 
shared in their victory and made the 
air ring with their class yell which was 
as follows:

'96 '96 ! Rah, rah, rah ! 
During the rush the Co eds of each 
class were out in force, and it was quite 
amusing to see them 
going about 
among the tied up students, and 
adroitly cutting the thongs that bound 
a member of their class, and several 
times it looked as though a Sophomore 


Co ed and a Freshie Co ed would have 
a hair pulling match, but as good na­ 
ture immediately asserted iiself, noth­ 


ing of the kind occurred.

3000 or more 
spectators on the campus and they all 
seemed to enjoy the sport immensely.

Owing to the non-acquaintance with 
each other of a large number of Fresh­ 
men and their forgetlullness of signals 
they wore themselves out in several 
instances in trying to tie each other up 
and in this way assisted the Sopho­ 
mores very materially.

The Wilmerding School 


'The public has become an heir to 
an inheritance of $400,000 to be used 


for certain purposes. 
There seems to 
be more entanglement in a will of this 
kind than of one where the heirs are 
numerically smaller. 
That Mr. Wil­ 
merding had enlarged ideas as to the 
education of the coming generation in 
relation to the mechanical education is 
apparant from his endowment. In 
conversation with the writer he ex­ 
pressed himself very freely as to the 
education of the coming generation of 
California particularly. 


He used these words particularly: 
"I have seen from practical experience 
as a merchant the necessity of giving 
an education to those who are now 
growing up both in a mechanical and 
theoretical way. 
My observation has 
been in regard to institutions of Edu­ 
cation in the F^ast, and by that I mean 
the United States, that the tendency 
has been to endow colleges with means 


for a theoretical education. 
My ideas 
are to give an education of practical 
experience in all things appertaining to 
that which is mathematical as well as 
theoretical. 
In combining the two it 
has always occurred to me that better 
results could be arrived at. 
What I 
particularly want is a combination of 
the two elements and it will be my idea 
in the future to provide in a somewhat 
substantial way a method for carrying 
out these ideas. 


Mr. Wilmerding has endowed a good 
sum of money for a certain purpose, 
and left it in the hands of named per­ 
sons to carry out his ideas. 


There seems to be an idea running 
in the heads of some ot the. people 
mentioned to carry out the provisions 


of the will that their own private ideas 
are to be followed in place of the giver. 
That is to say, personal interests are 
to be followed in place of the real in­ 
tentions of the benefactor. 


A side issue has been involved as to 
the location of an institution ol this 
kind has been brought about by selfish 
interests. 
The sense of the daily 
press has been put forward in Oak­ 
land that Messrs. Bartlett and Miller 
are so strong in favor of having the 
school located outside of Berkeley that 
any other place in Alameda county 
would be preferable to the town where 
the University is now located.
